Sanitary Board 
Sets Discussion 


a projected completion date 
of 2010, to provide the great 
influx of population to the 
Menlo Park Sanitary District 
with adequate sanitary facil- 
ities, according to a survey 
of the district by Brown and 
Caldwell, of San Francisco. 


“We hope the project will 
not affect taxes,” said Angus. 
He continued, stating, “that we 
have funds left over from prey- 
ious years to cover the cost.” 

The funds, Angus said, were 
gathered in a large part from 
annexation fees and the fees 
derived whenever a new home, 
apartment, or store is connect- 
ed into the system. 

At present the bulk of the 
sewage is gathering in the 
Belle Haven area and over- 
burdening the lines immediate- 
ly before the pumping station. 
said Angus. He stated the need 
for a larger line is produced 
by the large increase in popu- 
lation and industrial growth in 
the district. 

The board is now waiting for 
the final figures on the project 
from the engineers, said Angus. 

“We hope to start on actual 
construction of the new line 
within the next couple of 
months,” said Angus.

require an increase 


Since November 11, 1957, more than two and one- 
half years ago, when it was last necessary for us to 
increase Peninsula commute fares, the cost of pro- 
viding this service has continued to climb steadily. 
As a result, our “out-of-pocket” loss now amounts 
to more than $800,000 annually. 


Faced with a continuing upward trend in expenses 
and decreased patronage, we have no alternative but 
to increase Peninsula commute fares if we are to 
continue providing good service. 


Therefore, we are filing an application with the 
California Public Utilities Commission to increase 
all Monthly tickets $2.00 and all Weekly commutes 
50¢, which represents an average increase of less 
than 5¢ per ride for users of these Monthly and 
Weekly commutes. One-Way and Round-Trip tickets 
and 20-Ride Family commute tickets will also be 
increased moderately. 


Commutation Service... 
A Problem Everywhere , 


I am sure that you are aware of the attention that 
has been given by the nation’s press, and by com- 
munity and governmental bodies, to the problem 
faced by railroads in providing commuter service. 
Increases in costs and taxes dre resulting in ever 
larger deficits which are forcing some railroads to 
take drastic measures, including attempts to com- 
pletely abandon service. 


While Eastern problems have received the most 
publicity, we have much the same situation here.

At the same time, we have continued to do every- 
thing we could to reduce the costs of providing this 
service, and still maintain a high level of operation 
to fully meet the requirements of the commuting 
public. We inaugurated “zone” fares and tickets 
which brought about important savings. We placed 
a new “automatic ticket-by-mail” plan in effect 
which is a convenience to our patrons and cuts 
costs, too. 


With community understanaing ana support we 
have been able to close several little-used stations. 


in commute fares 


Since January 1958 we have been trying, through 
regulatory commissions, to discontinue a late eve- 
ning local train in each direction which les¢ than a 
bus load of passengers are using. This pair of trains 
costs more than $100,000 a year to operate. 


Costs (and Losses) 
Continue to Soar 


However, in spite of these and other efforts, we have 
not been able to offset rising costs. To add to the 
problem, substantial wage increases have just been 
awarded to most of the employees engaged in oper- 
ating the Peninsula trains. Other expenses in con- 
nection with providing Peninsula commute service 
have also continued to climb. These high costs, com- 
bined with lower traffic volume, greatly increase our 
out-of-pocket loss. 


While the proposed fare increase will not, 
make up the entire deficit, it will help to 
reduce our heavy loss. 


Ws ARE SINCERELY SORRY that we must 
ask for higher fares. However, we do not feel that it 
is right to ask freight shippers and users of our other 
services to continue to subsidize the Peniisula com- 
mute operation. It is a service that we feel is needed 
and used by Peninsula residents and which we, 
therefore, want to continue to provide. 


T needn’t remind you, I’m sure, of evidence of this 
desire such as our investment of millions of dollars 
for full dieselization, and new double-deck air- 
conditioned cars. 


Many commuters from the East who have come 
here to live tell:us that our commuter service is the 
best in the country. And, although it may be small 
solace, even the new, higher fares we are requesting 
will still be among the lowest in the nation. 


We feel that the large majority of you want us to 
continue to provide the best possible service. We 
hope that you will understand our efforts to bring 
about a more equal balance between the costs of 
providing the service and the revenue we receive.

Some of the nicer, traditional “old fashioned” con- 
comitants of civilization are abandoned or not even men- 
tioned, while less worthy but newer items and ideas move 
into public favor. 

One of these nice, old fashioned things was called to 
mind by a recent article appearing in the Aurora (Colo- 
rado) Advocate. We quote:

‘Del Mar park, East Sixth avenue and Delmar circle. . . 

\ The program, directed by John Cummins, will in-

- self is composed of high schoolers and adults from the 
community, with the help of several Lowry Air Force 
Base bandsmen. . . .” 

Summer band concerts aren’t remembered in Menlo 
Park, which was too small to support a community musical 
organization until about the time of World War II. Since 
then, everybody's been “too busy” to give any thought to 
such an item. 

So today, we find Menlo Park a real, grown-up city. 
It has never had a municipal band and, since we're all 
cosmopolitans nowadays, the community need never have 

; anything as ridiculously small-time as a concert, on a 
summer evening, in a park. 

Maybe the community has skipped a stage in its 
evolution. Maybe it just grew up too fast. Most of our 
homes, schools, churches, residential streets, and business 
houses are less than 10 years old; even the trees along our 
streets have a certain youthful scrawniness about them 
that betokens planting within the last few years. 

All of these new installations cost money — lots of it. 
There have been bond issues for the public buildings, 
there have been subscriptions for the new churches; there 
have been mortgages and mortgages, in huge amounts, to 
finance all that home and business construction. 

Considering that most of the city’s recent development 
isn’t paid for, it’s small wonder that corners had to be cut. 

One of the casualties, it would seem, must have been 
such a thing as the leisure to enjoy an evening concert 
in the park. Such things are reserved for what high school- 
ers call “hicksville,” a status which the community never 
enjoyed because it grew past it too fast. 

But band concerts or not, we've got progress — lots 
of it. 

And there’s always television.

At any rate, should Stan- 
ford become the hub of ama- 
teur athletic interest in the 
bay area, the traffic problems 
of Menlo Park, Atherton and 
Palo Alto can be expected to 
increase—at least, for short 
periods before and after vari 
ous contests. 

Local traffic departments 
aren't about to rearrange their 
programs to accommodate the 
university’s athletic-event 
erowds, but in the course of 
meeting the needs of resi- 
dents, both cities are doing a 
lot to help the movement of 
traffic to and from the uni- 
versity. 

The erection of the Marsh 
road, Willow road and Univer 
versity avenue underpasses, 
by the division of highways, 
was primarily for the accom- 
modation of local residents. 

Nevertheless, these struc- 
tures have aided the uni- 
versity’s purpose consider- 
ably, as any one whose mem- 
ory extends to the days be- 
fore they were put up, can 
testify. The traffic jams 
that accrued as motorists 
awaited their turns to make 
left turns onto the Bay- 
shore in the early ’50’s were 
monumental and aren’t dup- 
lcated in the present day, in 
spite of the fact that there 
are more autos on the road 
than ever. 

The eventual widening of 
Middlefield road through 
Menio Park and Atherton can 
be expected to aid in the 
movement of traffic to and 
from the Senator’s Farm. 

The talked-of widening of 
the Alameda de las Pulgas 
through Atherton may in time 
contribute to the efficiency 
with which the campus’ park- 
ing lots can be emptied of 
cars, also. 

The biggest help, of course, 
will be the construction of the 
proposed Junipero Serra free- 
way, through the western por- 
tion of the Stanford campus— 
which can be expected to take 
about half of the pre-game and 
after-game traffic now carried 
by Bayshore Freeway. 

University officials, of 
course, are interested in what 
goes on in the field of traffic- 
problem-solving in surround- 
ing cities. 

As a part of their own de- 
velopment plans, too, they’ve 
had to reserve various spaces 
for traffic-ways. 

However, no matter what 
plans are made, it’s doubtful 
if all motorists driving to a 
particular game or other ath- 
letic event at Stanford will 
ever be able to breeze into and 
out of their parking spaces 
on the campus, with never a 
thought “of congestion or re- 
stricted speed. 

To build traffieways to ac- 
commodate the maximum 
crowds at Stanford stadium 
would be to hopelessly over- 
build many of the traffic ways 
in the area ,and with other 
areas of congestion to be dealt 
with, this just isn’t in the 
cards,

Illegitimate Children Are 
Big Burden fo the Taxpayers

Everything still points to a 
five-cent cut in the county 
tax rate despite a sizeable in- 
creased voted to the county 
budget by the board of super- 
visors. The final figure went 
up about $256,000 over the 
preliminary budget, but un- 
fortunately much of it will 
come from funds other than 
local taxes. 

We still can’t forget that 
the so-ca’led doles from the 
state and federal govern- 
ment are really out of our 
own pockets, increased by 
half or more through the 

red tape that the larger 
government agencies seem to 
need to run the programs. 

Actually there was an in- 
crease of $300,000 to the Aid 
to Needy Children program, 
which has been skyrocketing 
every year for the past several 
years. Imagine if you can, the 
county budget now calls for a 
spending program of $2,336,- 
000 for ANC and family care 
cases. 

On top of this the county 
budget calls for $330,000 to 
pay for the care of the many 
youngsters in boarding homes 
and institutions.

PA Firm Gets 
School Paving 


Bahr and Ledoyen of Palo 
Alto, with low bid of $9,781, 
was awarded a paving contract 
with the Ravenswood City 
School District last week 
to carry out various resurfac- 
ing jobs at six district schools. 

The paving project includes 
redoing pathways leading to 
several of the schools. 

There were five bids, rang- 
ing from the low of $9,781 to a 
high of $20,885, 


This cost for youngsters is 
actually nearing the total cost 
of the care for the aged and 
the blind. The welfare pro- 
gram was increased $151,000 
over the preliminary budget 
with only $50,000 coming from 
local taxes. 

Despite efforts of an in- 
creased district attorney’s 
special staff handling aid to 
needy children there seems 
to be no way to control the 
huge spending. 

County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings said about one-fourth of 
the total budget for this need 
is caused by illegitimate chil- 
dren. 

The biggest part of the total 
comes from fathers who 
“abandon” their families and 
fail to pay child support. Here 
the figures should make it 
plain that the county must pay 
more for the children’s care 
than the father could afford if 
he were at home and holding 
down a full-time job. 5 

We are still of the opinion 
that the investigators working 
on this problem are making 
the progress they should. 

We wouldn’t know wheth- 
er it is lack of help or 
whether the state and fed- 
eral regulations have their 
hands tied. Regardless of 
who is responsible for the 
rising cost it is up to the 
right-thinking public to find 
out the reasons and bring 
a stop to this climbing “take 
care of me and my family” 
attitude of the irresponsi- 
ble. 

Illegitimate children should 
be put up for adoption in 
homes that could provide a 
good life without public char- 
ity. Fathers who think the gov- 
ernments should care for their 
off-spring should be made to 
foot the bill by sterner court 
rulings. 

It seems that the Edgewood 
road extension to Half Moon 
Bay is “back on the books” 
again, but it probably will 
take a bond issue to get the 
job done. In fact the bond 
program likely will go to the 
voters at the November gen- 
eral election. 

The board voted 2-2 for 
County Engineer Don Wil- 
son’s Edgewood. road plans, 
but after about three hours of 
arguing back and forth, it was 
cecided that both this lateral 
and the Millbrae or San Bruno- 
to-the-Coast lateral should be 
included in the bond issue. 
Supervisor William M. Wer- 
der, who represents the south 
county area, still did not 
change in opposing the Edge- 
wood road link west of Red- 
wood City. 

He made it plain that the 
fact that bitter protest had 
come from the San Francisco 
Water Department did not 
enter his decision on the 
matter. Both laterals would 
cut directly across the water 
company holdings. He stress- 
ed that more county money 
should be spent in the north 
part of the county. 

Board Chairman Thomas 
Callan went along on this, but 
Supervisors T, Louis Chess 
and Alvin S. Hateh voted for 
the Edgewood link so as not 
to lose the $78,000 in Federal 
Aid to Secondary roads. It 
was explained that Edgewood 
road already has qualified for 
the aid funds while the north 
ern county area has not. 

The federal government set 
up this aid program primarily 
to aid rural areas, henee the 
La Honda-San Gregorio road 
qualified, as has Edgewood. 
The north county link is con- 
sidered either “primary” or 
“urban” and should come into 
the state or city road pro- 
grams. 

Much of the link to the 
north actually is within incor- 
porated cities which presents 
another problem. True the 
traffic count from San Bruno 
to the Coast would far out- 
number the cars on Edgewood 
road, although few will deny 
that both new roads are badly 
needed. So it means a road 
bond issue in November. 


The supervisors held a spe- 
cial session to honor Agricul- 
tural Commissioner Max J. 
Leonard on his retirement 
July 1. After presenting the 
popular ag chief with a bronze 
plaque in recognition of long 
service to the county, Chair- 
man Callan called on the de- 
partment heads to say a few 
words about their work. 


In the absence of County 
Clerk John A. Bruning, Cal- 
lan introduced John Kiefer as 
head of the election depart- 
ment, and remarked casually 
... “The man who runs our 
elections—but he didn’t do a 
very good job for me.”

Some Shrubs 
Need Mulch 


In the summertime, there 
are many shrubs in your gar- 
len which depend upon you to 
‘ive them a mulch to protect 
them from old sol’s rays. 

A Mulch is 
ial used to cover 
yrotection against extremes in 
weather. It also supplies addi 


any loose mater- 


‘ional nutrients to the soil: 
las well as aids in controlling 
weeds. 

Hidisens, Hydrangea, fu- 


chsia and Princess Flower 
are but a quartet of the many 
summer blooming = shrubs 
which will thank you for “air 


conditioning” their bases 
with a mulch. It will keep 
the reots of these shrubs 


comfortably cool, while the 
tops bask in the filtered or 
full sunshine needed to pro- 
mote best blooms. 

Mulching is a must for the 
acid-loving plants: azaleas, ca- 
mell and rhododendrons. 
While these shrubs like mois- 
ture in the soil, 
low roots, and the surface soil 
from which they feed dries out | 
readily in summer heat. A feed- 
ing of acid fertilizer can be 
mixed in with the mulch and

The rose garden is another 
area which will benefit from 
summer muiching. Its chief 
value where roses are con- 
cerned is in conserving water 
and contro g weeds. Peat 
moss makes an ideal muleh 
for roses (as well as for many 
ether plants) as it looks well, 
is easy to apply, stays in 
place, and improves the soil 
as if decomposes—incorpor- 
ating with it. 

Mother Nature mulches wild- 
flowers in open fields by grass- 
es and weeds; and on the floor 
of the forest, by leaf mold. In 
your garden, the type of mulch 
you use will depend upon the 
plants you wish to cover, your 
soil, and yeur climate.
